Aspermont Small 
Business Center 
Gets Fed. Grant 


Washington, D. C — It 
was 
announced 
today 
by 
Congressman Omar Burleson 
that the Office of Economc 
Opportunity has approved a 
$37,390 
Economic 
Develop­ 
ment Grant to the Aspermont 
Small Business Development 
Center, Inc. at Aspermont, 
serving 
Briscoe, 
Childress, 
Cottle, Dickens, Donley, Fish­ 
er) Foard, 
Hall, Hardeman, 
Haskell, Jones, Kent, King, 
Knox, Motley, Stonewall & 
Willbarger Counties. 
The amount of the grant 
consisted of $34,844 new Fed­ 
eral funds and $2,546 repro­ 
grammed funds. In addition, 
the local share will amount 
to $9,438. 
The 12-month program will 
provide outreach and assist­ 
ance for low income disad­ 
vantaged and minority group 
persons 
in obtaining loans 
from the Small Business Adm. 
and other lending agencies to 
to establish or support indivi­ 
dual business enterprises. 


When we were in Lubbock a couple 
of weeks ago for aw est Texas Press 
Association board meeting we found 
that there a r e a great number of 
communities in West Texas that are 
faced w i t h the problem of having 
their hospitals closed by the federal 
government. 
As we understand it, there are 80 
Texas hospitals that have had their 
doors closed and another 140 who 
have been threatened by Health, Ed­ 
ucation and Welfare officials for not 
complying with their regulations. 
While tile HEW does not actually 
lock th e doors to these hospitals 
they do take away their right to serve 
Medicare patients and in our part of 
the country these people are the ones 
who constitute the bulk of the hos­ 
pital patients and without them the 
hospitals can not remain open. 
T h r e e HEW requirements are 
causing most of the closing. These 
are: (I) requirement for a Register­ 
ed Nurse to be on duty 24 hours a 
day; (2) specific types of fire sprin­ 
kler systems must be installed; (3) 
autopsies must be performed on 20 
percent of those w ho die in each 
hospital. 
Of the three, the first is the most 
impossible one because there are 
just not that many Registered Nurs­ 
es available. They just can not be 
hired when they are not available. 
It would appear to us that it is 
better to serve a community with a 
hospital that is open, staffed by doc­ 
tors and some RN’s, than one that 
is closed. The closing of a hospital 
not only creates a problem for the 
local p e o p l e but also creates an 
o v e r c r o w d i n g of already over­ 
crowded h o s p i t a l s in the larger 
cities. 
Checking locally with Charles Ab- 
sher, hospital adm inistrator, we 
find that our hospital has been ap­ 
proved at le^st for awhile but we are 
short RN’s. 
They have complied 
with enough other regulations to get 
by for now. It seems to be a full 
time job just staying up with the 
HEW demands.

those members whose records 
are for economy and against 
excessive Government spend­ 
ing. Burleson has received the 
award on previous occasions.

Burleson said,, “Government 
like 
an individual, 
cannot 
have and maintain the confi- 
forever spend money it doesn’t 
dence and credulity necessary 
to support it. The interest on 
public debt is now approach­ 
ing $20 Billion. The prospects

deficits and 


mole i/uiYunmg. 
“In addi­ 
tion,” Burleson said, “the Fed­ 
eral Government is engaging 
in costly programs for which 
it was never designed, which 
end 
in failure 
and waste. 
There is enough expense of 
Government without doing so 
many 
things 
of 
doubtful 
value.” 
In 
accepting 
the 
recog­ 
nition, 
Burleson 
expressed 
his appreciation for the en­ 
couragement it gave him to 
continue efforts to keep the 
Country’s financial 
position 
strong and at the same time 
restrain the inflationary pres­ 
sures eroding the value of the 
dollar. 
“In the face of all the de­ 
mands 
for 
more 
Federal 
money, restraints have got to 
be imposed if inflation is to 
be curbed,” Burleson said. “I 
question no man’s sincerity 
but I do question judgements. 
The symbol of the bulldog as 
watching

good but sometimes I feel he 
is surrounded and outnumber­ 
ed by the pack,” the Congress­ 
man commented on the oc­ 
casion of receiving the award.

Oil Production 
Hits 2,788,050 


DALLAS — Texas oil fields 
have produced more than 32 
billion barrels of oil during 
the past 80 years of recorded 
production, according to the 
latest compilation of the Tex­ 
as Mid-Continent Oil and Gas 
Association. 
Last year’s production of 
1,151,775,000 barrels produced 
an income of $3.6 billion for 
Texas which was distributed 
widely as 198 of the state’s 
254 counties produce oil. 
Jones County, which has 
recorded 
production 
since 
1926, has had a total crude 
oil output of 163,613,846 bar­ 
rels up to the beginning of 
1970. Jones County produc­ 
tion in 1969 was 
2,786,050 
barrels at the rate of 7,633 
barrels a day. 
Thirty-four counties In the 
state produced more than 25,- 
000 barrels of oil. Top pro­ 
ducers were Andrews 
with 
203,859 barrels daily, 
Ector 
with 184,601 barrels daily and 
Scurry with 133,035 barrels 
daily. 
Gregg 
County, 
the 
only 
county to produce more than 
two billion barrels of oil, re­ 
mained the all-time champ 
with a cumulative production 
of 2,195,668.052 followed by 
Ector with 1,585,815,280, and 
Rusk with 1,437,128.523.

Neinda Philosopher Thinks He Has A Solution 
To Problem of All This Hijacking of Airplanes 


Editor’s note: The Neinda 
Philosopher on his 
Johnson 
grass farm on Route One has 
been giving some thought you 
might say to the problem of 
airplane hijacking, his letter 
this week reveals. 
Dear editar: 
As 
everyone knows, 
the 
hijacking of airplanes has be­ 
come a serious problem, es­ 
pecially following the hijack­ 
ing and blowing up of those 
three big planes by the Mid- 
Eastern guerrillas and the 
holding of 400 hostages for 
two or three weeks out there 
in the burning desert, and as 
a result a lot or hard think­ 
ing has been going on trying 
to figure out a solution. But 
not enough. 
For example,

plan is to put armed guards 
on planes, at a cost of millions 
of dollars

This won’t work. Anybody 
who has ever seen a Western 
knows it won’t work. 
Invariably the outlaws pion

Later, if the outlaws figure 
he has recognized them, they 
shoot him too, and generally 
he does recognize them, if 
he’s been watching Westerns 
himself.
